Young told a Senate commit- 


tee that integration procedures 
must shift the burden from the 


r black child and the black com- 
munity. 


"In most cases," Young said, 


"black children have absorbed 
the shock and trauma of inte- 
grating white schools." 


The meeting Wednesday was 


described by a White House 
spokesman as a means for Nix- 
on to hear "the leaders and dis- 
cuss with them their problems 
and how they relate to the com- 
munity as a whole."

Protest 
March Hears 
Atlanta 


MAC ON, Ga. (AP) - A band 


of about 250 protesters against 
racial repression and war- 
most of them young Negroes- 
continues today on a journey to- 
ward Atlanta, where they hope 
to join with thousands of others 
in rallies Saturday. 


The marchers, led by the Rev. 


Ralph David Abernathy, head of 
the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference, arrived on the 
second leg of their 120-mile trek 
Wednesday night without inci- 
dent. 


Abernathy was at the reins of 


a mule-drawn wagon. He led the 
way to a church, where the 
marchers ate and were joined 
by local townspeople for a rally. 


"We're here tonight because 


there's sickness in the land . . . 
America is on its death bed," 
Abernathy told them. He said 
the nation is being consumad by 
the "cancer of racism, poverty, 
war and repression." 


The group walked only about 


eight of the 28 miles from Fort 
Valley, where the march was 
delayed in setting out Wednes- 
day morning. Because of the de- 
lay and the hot sun the march- 
ers boarded buses and trucks 
for the rest of the day"strip. 


The climax of the march is 


scheduled Saturday, when ral- 
lies are planned at Atlanta's 
Ebenezer 
Baptist 
Church- 


where the late Dr. Martin Lu» 
ther King Jr., 
SCLC founder, 


was co-pastor with his father— 
and at Morehouse College.

Rejects Claims 
Missile Plan 
Unnecessary

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Re- 


jecting claims the Safeguard an- 
timissile system is unnecessary 
if it works at all, the House has 
defeated a new attempt to block 
construction. 


An amendment by Rep. Otis 


G. Pike, D-N.Y., to cut all $322 
million for construction of the 
first three Safeguard sites from 
a $2 billion military construction 
authorization bill was defeated 
Wednesday 146 to 76. 


The authorization was then 


passed 334 to 47 and sent to the 
Senate. 


Pike said Safeguard will only 


escalate the U.S.-Soviet arms 
race and spiral far above its es- 
timated $12 billion cost when the 
United States already has the 
nuclear 
retaliatory deterrent 


that is the only defense against 
either the Soviet or Red Chinese 
nuclear threat. 


"They know they can knock 


out a few of our cities," he said, 
"but they also know we can 
wipe their country off the map." 


Pike argued the $12 billion 


system is designed to protect 
225 U.S. missiles for a retaliato- 
ry strike, at $53 million per mis- 
sile. It might not work in a nu- 
clear war, he said, because an 
enemy has only to destroy 12 of 
its missile-tracking radars to 
knock out the whole system. 


Noting that Congress 
"has 


already 
fought 
the Safeguard 


battle" and approved it, sup- 
porters spent little time answer? 
ing Pike's arguments. 


The $322 million is for con-

near 
Grand 
Forks, 
N.D., 


Malmstrorn

Mont., and Whiteman Air Force 
Base, Mo., plus advance survey 
and design work for five possi- 
ble future sites. The bill also in- 
cludes $3.2 million for Safe- 
guard test facilities on Kwaja- 
lein Atoll in the Pacific. 


The $2 billion authorization 


for fiscal 1971 construction at 
U.S. m i l i t a r y installations 
around the world also includes 
$40 million for construction in 
Sou'h Vietnam.

in a 10-point message to Con- 
gress in which the President 
noted that increased shipping 
has greatly increased the dan- 
ger of oil spills and their tlireat 
to the marine environment.

It would also empower the 


Coast Guard to regulate han- 
dling and storage of dangerous 
cargoes on the waterfront, to set 
safety requirements for water- 
front equipment and facilities, 
and to establish safety zones or 
other "controlled accessareas" 
in and near U.S. ports. 


Nixon also urged the ratifica- 


tion of two new international 
conventions developed in Brus- 
sells last year under the aus- 
pices of the Intergovernmental 
Maritime Consultative Organi- 
zation, an agency of the United 
Nations. 


Cne convention would empow- 


er nations to take preventive ac- 
tion against vessels on the high 
seas which pose an imminent 
pollution 
threat 
to 
national 


coastlines. 


The other would impose a 


strict civil liability upon the 
owners of vessels causing coast- 
al pollution regardless where 
the vessel is at the time. 


Nixon asked Congress to bring 


U.S. 
legislation into conformity 


with the convention if neces- 
sary. 


He urged ratification, as well, 


of amendments to the 1954 Con- 
vention for 
the Prevention of 


Pollution of the Sea by Oil, 
which would set international 
controls on discharge of oil on 
the high seas and prohibit its 
discharge within 50 miles of the 
coast. 


He said the amendments still 


require ratification by other na- 
tions but that he is directing 


U.S. 
authorities to apply them to 


U.S. 
vessels as soon as Con- 


gress enacts the implementing 
legislation. 


Nixon said he is also instruct- 


ing the secretary of state to 
seek international standards for 
construction and operation of 
tankers. 


$290 Million 
for Super Air 
Transport 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Appropriations Commit- 
tee today approved an addition- 
al $290 million for continued de- 
velopment of a civil supersonic 
transport aircraft. 


It also included in a $7 billion 


omnibus 
appropriation 
bill 


funds to employ 2,265 new air 
traffic 
personnel. 


The bill, scheduled for House 


action next week, provides fi- 
nancing for fiscal year 1971 for 
the Department of Transporta- 
tion and related agencies. The 
amount is $113 million less than 
the 
administration 
requested 


but $380 million more than was 
appropriated 
for 
the current 


year ending June 30. 


The bill's total included $4.4 


billion 
to liquidate contracts 


made in past years.

$387,OOOPaid 
to Flood in 
12 Years

12-year career with the St. Louis 
Cardinals Curt Flood was paid 
$387,000 in salary—an average 
of more than $32,000 a year- 
while reaching a peak of $90,000 
his last season before bringing 
suit against baseball. 


Those financial figures are 


part 
of the 
trial record in 


Flood's suit against baseball in 
which 
he is 
challenging the 


sport's reserve system on the 
basis that it is restrictive and, 
therefore, in restraint of trade. 


Flood, and his attorneys, are 


asking for relief from the sys- 
tem, 
which prohibits a player 


from selling his services to the 
highest 
bidder; 
and 
which 


makes him negotiate only with 
the club for wlilch he is playing. 


The first day's testimony in 


the trial which resumed today 
after a one-day recess provided 
a rare opportunity to look at the 
salary progression of one of 
baseball's legitimate stars with- 
in the framework of the contro- 
versial system.

Hill, Tom Shaw, Bunky Henry, 
young men who break through 
to their first tour victories. 


There were 12 first time win- 


ners in 1969. 


But for every Glbby Gilbert 


who storms out of obscurity 
there are literally hundreds of 
others who never make a check, 
who rarely even get a chance to 
compete for the big money on 
the fantastically successful pro 
circuit. 


It's a tough, demanding, frus- 


trating fight for existence. 


There are about 250-300 play- 


ers on the tour on a regular ba- 
sis. The routine open tourna- 
ment has a field of 144. That is 
cut to a low 70 scorers and ties 
for 
70th 
po ition after two 


rounds and only those survivors 
make money. 


"The kids say it costs about 


$300 a week for expenses out 
here," said 
Jack 
Nickiaus. 


"There's about 200 of them a 
week who don't make money. • 
Now maybe my arithmetic is 
wrong, but I make it there's 
about 60,000 
a week that's 


being spent somewhere. 


Various 
suggestions 
have 


been made on methods to ease 
the situation, the institution of 
two tours is one idea. But there 
are problems Involved there, 
too.

has fought a hundred battles, 
but at 76 his apocalyptic vision 
of the world is undlmined.

Fraser and Thomas Woodcock, 
both vice presidents of the 
UAW,

Workers Union) 


are cJose personal friends with 
a high regard for each other's 
ability. 


Both dedicated zealots of the 


organized labor movement, they 
have long experience and the 
respect of the industry leaders, 
as 
well as their union col- 


leagues. Fraser is 53, Woodcock 
59. 


The 25-member UAW exeutive 


board is expected to choose one 
of these two vice presidents Fri- 
day to succeed Walter P. Reuth- 
er, who had headed the 1.6 mil- 
lion-member UAW for 24 years 
before his death in a plane 
crash May 9. 


The winner will serve until 


the next 
UAW convention in 


April, 1972. Woodcock and Fras- 
er are both seasoned in past 
bargaining negotiations with the 
industry Big Three — General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler.

tender if an unexpected voting 
deadlock were to develop. 


Whichever wins will face an

Woodcock was born Feb. 15, 


1911, at Providence, R.I. He 
came to Detroit with his wife, 


in 1926 and did some undergrad- 
uate work at Detroit City Col- 
lege, now Wayne State. 


Moving up through the ranks 


of his local union, Woodcock at- 
tracted the attention of Reuther, 
who made him an administra- 
tive assistant in 1946. 


In 1947 he won directorship of 


Region 1-D, encompassing west- 
ern Michigan, which lifted Urn 
to executive board membership 
automatically. 
He became a 


vice president in 1955. 


Fraser was born in Glasgow, 


Scotland, Dec. 18, 1916, and 
came to the United States at the 
age of 6, when his family settled 
iu Detroit. He quickly was elect- 
ed a steward in his local union, 
then advanced to chief steward, 
recording secretary and finally 
to president in 1943. 


He was appointed an interna- 


tional representative and as- 
signed to the Chrysler Depart- 
ment in 1947. In 195J he became 
Reuther's administrative assist- 
ant, a post he held for eight 
years before being elected a co» 
director of Region i-A on De- 
troit's East Side.

tion's blacks, already under fire 
in Congress, has come under an- 
other strong attack—this time 
from leading Negro educators. 


The president of 15 predomi-

Informed sources said 77 on 


the 217 Americans died on Cam- 
bodian battlefields. 


The death toll was the highest 


for the Americans since the 
week of Aug. 10-16, when 244 
Americans wercs killed inaction. 


The summary of casualties 


from the allied commands also 
reported 553 South Vietnamese 
troops and 3,737 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong killed 
last week, and 1, 280 Americans 
and 1,470 South Vietnamese 
troops wounded. 


Information was not immedi- 


ately available on how many of 
these occurred in the operations 
in Cambodia, but the South Viet- 
noese command said enemy 
activity in Vietnam decreased 
40 per cent last week. The week 
before, a total Of 863 South Viet- 
namese troops had been report- 
ed killed, 35 per cent more than 
last week, while enemy casual- 
ties totaled 5,993 killed.

20 for wheat and barley and July 
20 for corn and grain sorghum. 
When certification is made ear- 
lier, the certification date be- 
comes the final farm disposition 
date. 


Mr. Gilbert cautioned farmers 


against guesswork. He advised 
that they must know their exact 
acreage of feed grain, wheat, 
and cotton. They must also know 
the acreage diverted from wheat 
and feed grains, and that they 
have met their farms' conserv- 
ing base requirements. 


When a farmer certifies his 


compliance with the farm pro- 
gram provisions, the Hempstead 
County ASCS Office begins pro- 
cessing the papers so that the 
farmer will receive full payment 
as soon as possible after July 1. 
Target date for completion of 
1970 farm program payments is 
July and August. 


The chairman reminded farm- 


ers of the following major points 
involved in certifying they are in 
compliance with the farm pro- 
grams; 


Certification must be exact, 


Spot checks may be made at any 
time following certification. If an 
error is found, some or all of 
the program payments may be 
lost. After certification, adjust- 
ments cannot be made to bring 
acreage into compliance. Me^r 
sijrement Service is still availa- 
ble upon payment of cost of the 
service. 


Finish planting before making 


certification, Mr. Gilbert said. 
Be sure the allotment, base, or 
permitted acreage has not been 
exceeded on all farms on which 
the farmer or his immediate 
family lias an interest.

Joint Paper 
Bill Gets 
Panel O.K. 


WASHINGTON (AP) *. A bill 


that would protect joint newspa* 
per operations in more than 20 
cities across the country has 
been approved by a House judi- 
ciary subcommittee. 


The measure would Dxempt 


the papers from antitrust laws, 
but would make it tougher in 
the future for such operations to 
be started. 


The present arrangement, de- 


signed to cut costs by merging 
printing and business opera- 
tions, was threatened in a Tuc» 
son, Arte., antitrust action. But 
the bill as passed by the sub- 
committee would allow the Tuc- 
son joint venture to continue, 
while protecting other similar 
operations. It would also wipe 
out pending treble damage suits 
in San Francisco and Tucson. 
The attorney general would 


have to give his approval to any 
future joint operation under pro- 
Visions added by the subcom- 
mittee. A stricter financial defi- 
nition of failing newspapers was 
also added. 


House approval is expected, 


though the full Judiciary Com- 
mittee may present some oppo- 
sition. The Senate has already 
passed a similar bill.

College for 
Negroes View 
Integration

presidents of two predominant* 
ly Negro Arkansas colleges feel 
their schools need to be inte» 
grated 
eventually, 
but 
for 


Slightly different reasons. 


Dr, 
Lawrence Davis, 
the 


president of Arkansaas AM&N 
College at Pine Bluff, feels that 
"no college can hope to fulfill 
its destiny in society by remain* 
ing open only to one racial 
group. I don't think the future 
will accommodate an all*black 
college." 


The Rev. R. J. Hampton, 


President of Short College In 
North Little Rock, says the 
school must have white stu- 
dents to provide a stronger fi- 
nancial base. 


Hampton said in an interview, 


"We don't have the money to 
operate and until we can get 
white-vested interests, then we 


show, but they werea't Included 
in the Burton segment. 


"To get the Burtons, we only 


had to throw in a few fringe 
benefits like leasing a 747," 
cracked Morton. The show pays 
a top fee of $2,500 for guest 
stars, and the Burtons planned 
to donate their salaries to the 
Oxford University Theater. 


"We're ready with a helluva 


show," enthused Lucille when 
she was introduced. "Are you?" 
The audience blew its profes- 
sional cool and Indicated it was. 


The show began. I don't want 


to give away the plot, but it's no 
secret that it concerns Eliza- 
beth's million-dollar-plus dia- 
mond. Lucy needs a plumber to 
repair the office faucet, see, and 
Richard escapes his fans at the 
Beverly Hills Hotel by posing as 
a_you guessed it.

nancial 
support once given 


Shorter by the white communi* 
ty has fallen off. 


But Hampton feels that while 


Shorlef needs white financial 
help, the Negro colleges is very 
Important to Arkansas society. 


He explained that the history 


of Shorter "grows out of the 
church and out of protest 1-3 
ess." 
Shorter provides an Identity 


and a source of pride for the 
Negro student that he cannot 
find in most other colleges, 
Hampton said, 


Davis also agreed that a Ne- 


gro college Is functional. 


"1 think that you've got to 


have colleges that give em- 
phasis to the needs of Negroes 
because of their background of 
deficient living — economic, so- 
cial and political. The predeofn 
inately white college can hard- 
ly be expected to revise their 
program to give primary em- 
phasis to the black student," 
Davis said. 


At AM&N special attention is 


given to the Negro student, who 
is described by Davis as com- 
ing from a social and political 
ghetto. 


He said that AM&N has reme- 


dial courses in English, mathe- 
matics and reading to accom- 
modate 
students 
that 
come 


from a poorer educational back- 
ground. He put the blame for 
the student's Inability to take 
the regular freshman courses, 
on the school districts, not the 
student. 


The Pine Bluff School also has 
financial problems, Uavis said. 


Davis, who has been the pres- 


ident of the college for 27 years, 
says 75 per cent of AM&N stu- 
dents come from homes where 
the total annual wage earned is 
$4,000 and under. Sixty per cent 
come from homes where there 
are four children In the family 
and there is less than $3,000 an- 
nual Income. 


"Ninety per cent of our stu- 


dents require financial aid," 
Davis said. 
This aid 
often 


comes in the form of letting the 
student work at the school and 
giving him credit on his tuition. 


But the Negro college has 


another obstacle to overcome. 


College is a secure, limited 


, society ,. where .the, school.,regu- 
lates the student's life for four 
years, or more. In a predomi- 
nately Negro school, the stu- 
dents, who probably attended 
predominately 
Negro 
public 


schools, is isolated from' the 
rest of society. When the stu- 
dent graduates, he is thrust into 
competition 
with 
the white 


graduate for a job and a living. 


Davis 
and 
Hampton, 
both 


said there were whites attend- 
ing their schools though small 
in comparative 
numbers and 


that there were white faculty 
members. Both schools do not 
have exact totals of the number 
of white students and faculty. 


Both administrators said the 


schools attempted to 
expose 


their students to "the larger 
world." 


Davis said that AM&N has an 


internship program primarily in 
business, where the students 
study and learn to adjust to the 
business world. 


"We condition our students," 


Hampton says, "which makes 
them more aggressive. 


"We don't kid our students 


into think that they have equal 
facilities, that their library is 
equal to what they would find 
in a white school, They must 
compete or dig deeper," Hamp- 
ton said. 


In the Negro student's favor, 


Hampton said, is that when 
the Negro begins work his em- 
ployer usually does not expect 
much from him and is pleast- 
ly surprised when the student 
is able to keep up with the 
pace. 


For the future, Hampton for- 


sees more white students attend" 
ing Shorter and more federal 
aid, He also said he thought 
that there will be a time when 
the state will give aid to private 
schools like Shorter. 


Davis says more whites will 


attend AM&N when the stigma 
of attending a predominately Ne* 
gro college is removed, 


He says that AM&N officials 


are working on a program to 
remove that stigma by includ* 
ing the- Pine PJuft community in 
night school aod cultural pro? 
grams at the college. 


For 
AM&N to continue to 


grow, Pavis saw that the school 
must find some area of uni- 
queness, wWeh it 4oes aot have 
now.
